What are 
the issues from the biker’s standpoint?

CARTER/MONDALE: Though their 
kids have dabbed in bikes, their Dads 
are not necessarily our. buddies. 
California campaign coordinator Terry 
O’Connell has said Carter tends to be 
pro-helmet law, favors multiple land use 
(a good sign), and has not come down 
either way on motorcycle emission 
controls. Carter says he wants to cut the 
cost of government, but he also wants 
government to do more. His zero-base 
budgeting policy may be a good thing — 
if he can make it happen, and if a strong 
motorcycle lobby can use budget 
hearings to put the lid on excessive 


regulation. But there’s no strong 
motorcycle lobby, is there? 
FORD/DOLE: All jokes about 


clumsiness aside, Ford's lack of inspired 
leadership may have already played into 
the motorcyclist’s hands; to the extent 
that we've been chipping away at the 
vast bureaucracy from the bottom while 
they flounder without direction at the 
top. You can’t say he’s done anything 
brilliant for or against us — except 
continue most Nixon policies, including 
E.O. 11644. He’s least popular among 
our youngest and most liberal readers; 
though by the same token, if somebody 
could convince him that motorcycles 
were good for business, our world 
would come up roses. His running mate 
Dole voted against the helmet law 
repealer, later explained he’d thought he 
was voting on something else. Gee, 
that’s OK, Bob; some Senators don’t 
vote at all... 


LIBERTARIANS: Like motorcyclists, 
thes folks are so independent-minded, 
they find it nearly impossible to get 
organized. Yet, of all American parties, 
they’re the only one fully committed to 
cutting the guts out of Big Government 
and letting people run their own lives. 
Their Presidential candidate, Roger 
McBryde, is a guy who apparently 
comes on strong face-to-face, but has 
scant media presence and even scarcer 
bucks to get on the tube in the first 
place. A genuine underdog. If you’re 
thouroughly disgusted with the 
Republocrats, a Libertarian vote will at 
least guarantee these guys a spot on the 
ballot next time.

Back to timekeepers 


People have become so good with all 
the trick stuff on the handlebars that, in 
an attempt to cut down.on the low 
numbers, enduros have been turned into 
tough desert races. 

On the Tuff E’Nuff I doubt if very 
many people ever looked at their 
watches. I have been riding enduros for 
20 years, and I’m a long ways from the 
best, but I didn’t get to be an A rider 
without knowing something about how 
to ride. On the C loop of the Tuff 
E’Nuff I lost nine points. Believe me, 
you didn’t have to keep time. 

The California 100 has to be one of 
the best I have ridden in a long time, 
but they had to ruin it by using a 
speedometer that was way off on the 
first loop. I guess they did it to make 
the run more challenging but it didn’t 
make any sense and I think they should 
have thrown the whole first loop out. 
The rule book says checks must be 
accurate within plus or minus one tenth 
of a mile. I always assumed this would 
be checked with an accurate 
speedometer if it was challenged. If the 
route card says go 10.3 miles at 18 miles 
per hour, I assume that is what it means 
and I ride accordingly. 

If we are going to make the enduros 
challenging let’s be real professional and 
just don’t hand out route sheets. Make 
us use our heads! That is what is 
supposed to make these runs different 
from other events. I know if you took it 
to the Supreme Court they would say 
you can’t do that, because you are 
discriminating against the dummies, but 
so what. Until one of the dummies 
complain, let’s do it.

Suzuki’s guided motocross muscle 
man Roger DeCoster rocketed to 
his fourth consecutive Trans-AMA 
victory out of five premier events. 
DeCoster, the five-time World 
Champion came out on top of a 
logjam four-way tie for the overall 
win with Japan’s Akira Watanabe 
second, Belgian Maico rider Sylvan 
Geboers third and Jim Weinert fourth. 
For the second week in a row, 
Americans dominated both motos as 
Husqvarna’s Kent Howerton won the 
second moto with convincing style in 
axle deep mud, but for the second week 
in a row DeCoster came out on top of a 
tie for first overall, clinching his fourth 
Trans-AMA of the Series and bring his 
Trans-AMA race win total over the past 
years to 18. 


The game was called on account of 
mud during the second moto of the 
250cc Support class, so it was the first 
moto results that added up for the 
overall win as well. In that first moto, 
Can-Am’s new team member Bobby 
Harris slid ahead of a mired down pack 
of riders to take the win ahead of Steve 
Wise on Suzuki and Denny Swartz, also 
Suzuki mounted.

The course was shortened even more 
before the first 500cc International 
moto when half the Support class riders 
got stuck in one section of the track. 
Billy “Sugar Bear” Grossi powered his 
400 RM works Suzuki to the lead ahead 
of Lackey, Howerton, Geboers, Weil, 
Weinert, DeCoster and Wolsink. Left 
stuck in the first turn buried knee deep 
in mud were Marty Smith and Don 
Kudalski. On the second lap Grossi 
staged the first of many spectacular 
getoffs which would wow the crowd, 
and turned the lead over to Lackey. 
Brad kept his Husky in the lead for two 
laps, then bailed off himself and gave it 
to Howerton. Kent didn’t want to be 
greedy either, and on the eighth lap 
plopped over in a berm. 


With Kent left far behind the battle 
for the lead was turned over to Weinert, 
Geboers and DeCoster. By this point 
everyone had pulled off their goggles 
because they had become too muddy to 
see through. Still, for a rider trying to 
ifollow someone, visionin the flying mud 
wasn’t much better without goggles. 
Roger went for the lead. “I ‘passed 
Weinert and Geboers, but just when I 
did got thrown over the bars on the 
straightaway.” It took him a whole lap 
to straighten his bars and get his Suzuki 
running again. 


When Roger did get underway he was 
a lap behind, but back with Weinert and 
Geboers in their battle for first place. At 
one point Roger slid into Jimmy in a 
tight turn and the two almost stalled. 
Roger looked over at the “Jammer” and 
said, “Sorry,” then the two laughed at 
each other for a split second before 


_ getting back on the gas. Eventually 


Roger would unlap himself by repassing 
Weinert and Geboers. For the final 15 
minutes of the moto Sylvain held the 
lead with his nearly stock Maico as the 
two attacked the mud like they were 
born to it. Near the checkered flag 
though, Sylvain got stuck and Weinert 
slithered around him to win by a mere 
ten feet. Behind them on the same lap 
were Watanabe, Bob Hannah who 
surprised everyone with his mud skills, 
and DeCoster. Rounding out the top ten 
were KTM’s Pat Richter who’s been 
riding privateer status at the East coast 
events and soundly thrashing his factory 
opposition, then Burgett, Semics, Grossi 
and Howerton: 


Lackey ran out of gas ten minutes 
before the end of the moto, but was still 
scored in 18th position. Karsmakers 
stuck his Honda in the mud and 
couldn’t unstick it. Adolf Weil got water 
in his Maico’s engine, ruined the 
crankshaft and didn’t have a spare bike 
or engine for the second moto. Gaylon 
Mosier fouled a plug. Gerrit Wolsink had 
mud in his carburetor which kept 
stalling his engine. DiStefano ran out of 
gas and couldn't get refuled in time to 
be credited with completing the moto. 
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Moto Two: i 

Because of more impassable mud 
holes discovered by the Support class, 
the track was rerouted and shortened 
even more for the final 500cc moto, and 
the race itself was shortened to 30 
minutes plus two laps because of 
coming darkness. Though he hadn’t 
been showing much flash during 
previous weeks, Sylvain Geboers 
continued to prove that Belgians like 
mud as he powered his 400 Maico into 
front position for the final moto ahead 
of fellow countryman DeCoster, then 
Semics, Howerton and` Wolsink. 
“Lumberjack” Rick Burgett was 
running strongly in sixth and trying to 
hold off Watanabe, Pomeroy and 
Karsmakers. 

From his fourth place position 
Howerton began steaming up the mud 
to pass Semics,DeCoster and Geboers on 
the fourth lap. The “Rhinestone 
Cowboy” was outriding DeCoster! 
Sliding his Husky sideways through the 
mud with the throttle wired, Kent 
steadily began to build up a slight lead 
that would be held throughout the 
moto. 

“I wanted to show. Roger that the 
Americans are better riders, but we just 
don’t seem to be able to get two motos 
together. That’s why Roger is still the 
best.” Kent would be happy over 
winning the second moto, but he would 
have been even happier if he hadn’t 
gotten stuck in the first one. 

Geboers seemingly got tired and 
began dropping back in the pack. Both 
Semics and Watanabe got by Sylvain 
and that would cost him the overall win. 
As the moto neared its end Weinert 
passed Wolsink for sixth place and 
Hannah was riding the Dutchman’s 
fender for eighth. All four riders, 
Geboers, Weinert, Wolsink and Hannah 
scrambled for the checkered flag just 20 
feet apart. Weinert was just seconds short 
of passing Geboers which would have 
given the “Jammer” the overall win, for 
when the finishing points from both 
motos were added up, DeCoster, 
Watanabe, Geboers and Weinert had 
equal points, but how they finished in 
the final moto determined the overall 
scores. 


250 Support Class 

These guys had the hardest job all 
day; getting to check out the track for 
the International class. Because of this, 
it wasn’t much of a race, more of a 
survival of the fittest. The fittest proved 
to be Bobby Harris who really knew 
how to choose lines through the mud 
with his new factory Can-Am to run 
away with the first 30 minute moto 
ahead of Steve Wise, Denny Swartz and 
Frank Stacy. Almost everyone else, 
including the top three riders in the 
series standings for the Support class 
(Rich Eierstedt, John Savitski and 
Danny LaPorte) got stuck somewhere 
out on the course and couldn’t 
complete the first moto. 

Seventeen survivors out of forty 
made it to the start of the second 250cc 
moto. One really bad section of the 
track which had caused trouble during 
the first 250cc moto had been removed, 
but an even worse mudhole had been 
made by the first 500cc moto which 
had just ended. Rich Eierstedt pulled 
the holeshot with his RC 250 Honda as 
everyone filed in behind and gave chase. 
Rich and three other riders completed 
the first lap, while everyone else 
including Bob Harris got completely 
mired in at this mud hole. Since the 
track was completely blocked except 
for this one hot line by the spectator 
fence which Rich was using, AMA 
referee Ron Denny decided to black flag 
the race and only count the first moto 
finishes. e

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA, OCT. 23-24 
The last two Pacific Region 
rounds of the AMA/NATC U.S. 
Trials Championship worked out 
to an East/West split, as New 
England’s Don Sweet (Mon) won 
Saturday at, Saddleback, and 
SoCal ATA Champion Bernie 
Schreiber broke the opposition’s 


back on Sunday. Sweet, with a first and 
second for the weekend, emerged with a 
little extra cushion in the best-five point 
standings over 1974 Champion Lane 
Leavitt and 1975 Champion Marland 
Whaley. 


Round Five at Saddleback 


Orange, CA., October 23 


It had rained sporadically during the 
week, so traction was prime, and there 
was even water in “The Hole” (Section 
18). The course itself was a 
well-rounded “traditional” one, 
incorporating sections from the ill-fated 
International and from previous 
Nationals. Don Sweet had it so well 
wired that only Lane Leavitt was close; 
after one loop of 20 traps, Don had 
three marks, Lane had four, and 
every one else was in double digits. 

The host club (ITA) had taken time 
and trouble to “burn in” the sections 
before the start, so there would be no 
early-rider advantage. What with the 
trace moisture still in the soil, most 
sections held up admirably, with the 
exception of the occasional head-sized 
rock dislodged and moved to trip up the 
unwary. 

While the L.A. area riders worked this 
round (“home rider rule”) the San 
Diego clubbers rode it. Marland 
Whaley’s first loop turned into a disaster 
when his works Honda stalled 
repeatedly on tight turns, costing him a 
pair of fives to boost his first loop tab 
to 12. Back on the course with the idle 
air bleed straightened out, he put 
together a two and a one for the second 
and third loops. It was enough to 
salvage a third behind Leavitt. Temmate 
Mark Eggar backed him up at fourth, 36 
points total. 

But the Easterner, Sweet, was hot; 
turning in a supersmooth performance 
in traps characterized by gully and rock 
step and turn in fascinating variety. He 
cleaned the “Mick Andrews’” staircase 
(traps 7/8) three times straight, the only 
entrant to do so. Leavitt was consistent 
and close; the difference between first 
and second had been one of an extra 
dab here, another there. 

Bob Hopkins, on the only 
“supported” Yamaha left on the circuit, 
was close behind Eggar at fifth; Joe 
Guglielmelli (“That farm boy can really 
ride” — Gary LaPlante) was just one 
point behind after a forceful three loop 
ride. Jeff Fish nosed Ron Doster out of * 
a points tie for seventh after counting 
cleans. Steve Darrow got into a little 
time trouble but made it into the top 
ten behind Tim Carr. 

Several Kawasakis are being ridden in 
this series, and a couple of them show 
intensive experimentation — like the gas 
forks and monoshock on Bruce Fenner’s 
bike. LaPlante’s is a 302 now, using a 
modified RM370 Suzuki piston. But 
trickness wasn’t much help at 
Saddleback this day. For LaPlante, at 
least, it would be better luck Sunday. 


Round Six 
Red Shank Ranch, CA., Oct. 24 


If SoCal’s rugged rocky terrain can be 
said to ’ exaggerate the difference 
between good and best, this round, 
hosted by San Diego Trials Riders and 
coordinated by Vic Conaway, magnified 
the difference still further. In this case, 
Bernie Schreiber broke the opposition 
in the first loop, posting a three for the 
16 difficult and often spectacular traps 
while everyone else went into 
double-digits right away. Though Don 
Sweet posted a three on his third and 
final loop (“Took me two loops to learn 
this stuff”), Bernie was still pumped and 
cruising to a26 point totaland a brilliant 
win. Sweet was 12 points back in 
second; Honda’s Joe Guglielmelli had 
muscled his way over the giant rocks to 
third. 

Red Shank Ranch was an 
appropriately-named venue for most of

the National field, who added black and 
blue shanks as well. The property is new 
to trialers, but not exactly virgin, as it’s 
been regularly used by four-wheelers. 
Where there are no tracks, the ground is 
covered with rocks, ranging from the 
size of cars to the size of houses. And 
some with teeth, as well. Jackson Stites 
from Massachusetts said, “First loop 
this stuff scared hell out of me... You 
don’t realize at first how much traction 
you have, all the things you can do.” 
Stites’ improving loop scores backed up 
his words, as he came in eighth.

Of the top contenders, Leavitt had 
ridden to a fourth, which was in essence 
a “throwaway” as he already has three 
seconds and two thirds for his five best 
finishes. He needs a win badly in the 
next three rounds, which are all back 
East. So does Marland, who worked this 
round in his home area. Bernie’s win 
here makes him the only one on the 
circuit other than Sweet to post two 
wins; but he’s still in school and had no 
firm plan to contest the Eastern rounds. 

Michigan’s Bob Hopkins had added 
another fifth placing; he and Joe 
Guglielmelli had been the most 
consistent out-of-staters behind Sweet. 
Gary LaPlante, feeling almost at home 
(he’s orginally from Arizona) brought 
his 302 Kaw in sixth ahead of Tim Carr 
— Alabama’s Curt Comer, Jr. 
Kaw) got a ninth while his Dad, Curt, 
Sr. rode another Kaw in Support class 


_ and finished. 


The organizers had managed to find 
one good yucky mud section to throw 
at the visitors, but overall the terrain 
had not been kind. Many of the 
Easterners said they’d seen enough 
decomposed granite and rock for awhile 
and were eager to get home — even 
Sweet, who had done well, was ready to 
leave. But then, being two weeks into 
his honeymoon might have something 
o do with it.

Jay Springsteen, saying that the 
race was so much fun he wished it 
had lasted longer, capped a 
magnificent season by taking a 


wire to wire victory in the Camel 
Pro Series/CBS Race of 
Champions. (The race will be 
broadcast on CBS Sports 


Spectacular later this year.) Springsteen 
never looked back once he established 
himself in the lead on the opening lap 
and led Gary Scott and last year’s RoC 
winner Mike Kidd to the champagne. 
Scott and Kidd had spent most of the 
20 lap race fighting with each other and 
Steve Eklund over second place. Eklund 
slipped back to a close fourth in the 
final laps. 

The riders, in a goodwill gesture, 
voted to give injured Corky Keener last 
place prize money. Keener, who was in 
the pits spectating, was informed of the 
riders’ decision by AMA competition 
director Mel Parkhurst. 

The eleven winners of dirt track 
Nationals during the season (minus 
Kenny Roberts who could not come to 
terms on appearance monies and Corky 
Keener) lined up for the start as three 
o’clock shadows began to creep across 
parts of Louisville Downs. 

Jay Springsteen held the pole 
(outside) with Harley-Davidson 
teammate Rex Beauchamp alongside for 
the one row start. Steve Eklund, on the 
Zanotti Enterprises Harley, lined up 
next as Terry Poovey traded his TC 
Racing Harley for Terry Pletch’s mount 
when his developed a sick engine on the 
line. Mike Kidd, riding Corky Keener’s 
H-D half miler, took his place on the 
line with Bubba Rush, on the H-D of 
Houston/TC Racing Harley, holding the 
space next to Gary Scott’s Carl Patrick 
tuned Harley.

The Rocky Cycle Harley of Ricky 
Hocking held eighth position with 
Chuck Joyner, riding the John Apple 
Harley next. Hank Scott had the only 
Yamaha in the field as he lined up his 
Shell Racing Specialites mount next to 
final slot holder Ted Boody on the Vista 
Sheen/Bart Markel Harley. 

Joyner jumped the initial start and 
found himself on the penalty line when 
the green light came on the second time. 
Springer, not wanting to jump the start 
was slow off the line, but built 
momentum as the field hit the first turn 
with a slashing, rooster-tailing blast 
through turns one-two on a high, high 
line that carried him into the lead as the 
pack hit the back straight. Boody had 
followed Springer’s line and was right 
behind with Gary Scott, Kidd and 
Poovey following in a close pack. 


Boody continued to stay in Springer’s 
shadow as the pair fled through a light 
haze of limestone dust that would 
become a continual problem as the pack 
stretched itself out. In their duel for the 
lead. Boody and Springer had drawn 
away from the rest of the field and 
when Boody’s engine went sour on the 
fourth lap, Jay had a good bit of 
breathing space. Jay continued to 


stretch it out while Kidd began to close 


on Gary Scott. 

By lap 11 Kidd had closed on Gary 
and had passed him for second while 
Eklund had come up to join in the 
action; Springer was going all out for 
the win and looking over his shoulder 
to check. the traffic 
behind; TT specialist Joyner had slipped 
to the. back of the pack complaining 








later of dust and the fact that the track 
had no right hand turns and jumps to 
make him feel at home; and Hank Scott 
had moved up into the vicinity of the 
Beauchamp-Rush confrontation for 
fifth. 

Around lap 15 things started to really 
get heavy with Scott, Eklund and Kidd 
swapping second through fourth at will. 
Eklund, still sticking to the cushion in 
three-four made a good show of it, but 
could not manage as good a drive as 
Kidd and Scott on the groove. At the 
same time, Beauchamp found a hard 
riding Hank Scott breathing on his rear 
tire with Rush right behind. 

Springer cooked right to the finish, 





waving a fist as he took the checkers. 
Scott, on the white flag lap, took over 
second for good with Kidd holding 
Eklund off at the flag as Beauchamp did 
the same to Hank Scott. 


After the champagne and kisses Mike 
Kidd summed up the whole year for Jay 
when he congratulated him saying, 
“You sure did it up in style, didn’t ya.” 
Right on, Mike.

TONTO NATIONAL FOREST, 
OCT. 17 


Tom Spurlock made his first visit 
to the Tonto 150 Enduro a 
worthwhile effort and came back 
to Califomia reigning as the new 
Arizona State Enduro Champion. 
Tom demolished the competition, 
which included many of Southern 
California’s best enduro riders, by 


losing only one point after 150 rugged 
miles. Tom’s closest competition came 
from a pair of Hondas. Jay Tullis on his 
slightly modified MR 175 dropped three 
points while MR 250 mounted Terry 
Swets lost four. Jay was running under 
the handicap of a stock wide ratio 
transmission as he was waiting for anew 
77 close ratio transmission to arrive. 
Last year’s overall winner, Montesa 
team captain Dave Evans, was fourth 
overall, losing five points. 

This year’s championship lived up to 
its nickname, the “Tonto Massacre.” 
Only about 40% of the 240 or so 
starters managed to make it to the 
finish. Speeds were extremely fast in 
some sections while others were 
painstakingly slow. Jeep trails in the 
area were a particular favorite of the 
sponsoring Arizona Road and Trail 
Association. The trails, cut through 
decomposed granite, provided more of a 
challenge than first met the eye, and 
one rider likened it to riding on BB’s. 
Traction was minimal, especially at 24 
MPH. Compounding the slippery terrain 
were the numerous washouts and ruts 

“which seemed to pop up over blind 
rises, and more than one rider at it. 

The enduro was broken into two long 
loops with an emergency gas stop 
situated about halfway through each 
loop. The first loop ran west of the 
camping area located near. the little 
town of Sunflower. Riders rode down 
Highway 87 under the watchful eye of 
the Arizona Highway Patrol until 
turning up a jeep road, which was little 
more than a sandwash. At 36 MPH it 
was get it on right off the bat. The first 
check caught many of the riders asleep 
and they found themselves down a late 
point or two. MR-250 rider Don 
Sanford, all the way from Odessa, 
Texas, found himself seven minutes late 
as his factory’ MR seized just before the 
check. Don got it running again, and 
limped along, but couldn’t make it to 
the finish. “It was fun while it lasted” 
gushed the Greenhorn winner, “This 
enduro is good enough to be a 

! national.” 

This year the river crossings were a 
piece of cake. The water level was down 
considerably and referee Phil Briggs 
succeeded in talking the Water 
Department out of ‘releasing their 
scheduled level into the river until after 
the enduro. It would have meant tank 
Ceep crossings if they had. 

Sand washes were an absolute joy to 
ride, at least for the fast A riders, and 
California desert riders, who accounted 
for more than half the total entry, were 
estatic at not having to flog their bikes 
over unending whoopers. 

After the 36 MPH section a 2.5 MPH 
section put everyone back on time and 
novice timekeepers learned a harsh 

lesson as they burned the check at the 
end of the section. Many were over 10

minutes early, and at two points a 
minute, it hurt! 

A small hill after a hard left turn with 
no run at it after the emergency gas 
congested into a bottleneck at times. A 
number of riders exhausted themselves 
pushing. over only to find there had 
been an easy way around. There was a 
check just beyond and many of the 
riders caught in the bottleneck felt it 
would have been appropriate for the 
check to have been thrown out. The 
club decided not to. 

The second loop ran East of the pits, 
into the Tonto Basin. The emergency 
gas was located at good ol’ Punkin 
Center. Averages were brisk with not 
much time to dilly dally. Rick Munyon 
ran into misfortune before Punkin 
Center when his float stuck open and 
his gas ran out the overflow tube. By 
the time the riders had entered the eight 
MPH section late in the enduro most 
were pretty whipped, but they had to 
grind it out through a long rocky 
downhill canyon which resembled a 
trials section at times. Passing was a 
major problem during the enduro and a 
good number of riders wouldn’t move 
over for the faster riders who were 
maintaining -the averages. Naturally 
there was one last check to catch the 
riders at the end of the canyon. 

Tired, but pleased, riders received 
their nifty finisher pins (“I earned this 
mother!’’). In years past, local riders 
had not provided a lot of challenge for 
the. California hotshoes but this year 
they came on pretty strong. Steve 
Ridout (Yam) proved he can run with 
the shoes and rode to a A Open class 
win. Steve lost seven points, edging out 
Dirt Digger Gary Woodling on his 
IT-400. Gary seemed to be a little 
unstable after a long ride in the Dirt 
Diggers’ bus, which arrived late 
Saturday night. 

The biggest puzzle is why the Tonto 
doesn’t draw more riders. They have 
been averaging about 240 entrants now 
for the last three years. Apparently the 
Arizona play riders think the event is 
too tough. While the Tonto is definitely 
a challenging enduro, it is hardly a 
“killer” enduro. The Road and Trail 
Association is a small group of 
dedicated enduro enthusiasts who spend 
considerable amounts of their time, 
effort and money to promote the Tonto 
Enduro. It’s worth an eight hour drive 
for the California enthusiasts who make 
the trek every year. Word of mouth 
insures only a minimum turnout. The 
enduro was less than an hour’s drive 
from Phoenix, which houses many 
thousands of dirt bike riders. Where 
were they?

pparently, Suzuki is not content to sit on its 

explosive dirt bike bonanza. As buyers flock 

into Suzy showrooms to take a look at the RM 

models in increasing droves the engineers back 
in Hammamatsu can’t be pulled away from their drawing 
tables. It seems that back in Japan the production 
department and its covey of engineers has been engaging 
in a friendly rivalry with the race department and its 
engineers. For years the race department. built 
DeCoster’s bikes, then smugly sat back and smiled 
inscrutibly while the gang in production tried to straighten 
out the TM-400. Then a minor re-organization at the 
factory brought some fresh thought and new money into 
the showroom stock think-tank. Bang! The struggle was 
on, and it has been conceded that the production 
department has actually won many of the battles. For 
example in 1975 DiStefano and Grossi were shocked to 
find stock RM’s faster than their exotic RN’s. 

Things have calmed down in the internal drawing 
board war, and the result is a Co-operative truce that 
means trouble for every other manufacturer. A case in 
point — the Suzuki RM100B. Two months ago Cycle 
News tested the RM100A and found it to be the best 
100cc machine on the market. Now Suzuki has released 
a totally new version and neatly labeled it the RM100B. 

100cc racers have always been toys; small bikes, small 
engines and small horsepower. There are only three 
serious toy manufacturers; Suzuki, Yamaha and Hodaka. 
The early five-speed RM100A was a match for the 
Yammie and Hodie, and the RM100B blows the lid off 
of the toy industry. This ain’t no toy. 

The RM100B shares the same frame, tank, sidepanels, 
seat, fenders, and swingarm as the new RM125. The 
news is in the features it doesn’t share, and those are 
unfortunately the shocks and forks. Suzuki opted to use 
up the remaining production run of Showa rear shocks, 
instead of using the 125’s Kayaba units. The problems 
are not with the shock itself, as Showas seem to work on 
a par with the available Kayabas, but the length is too 
short. The Showa gas shocks support the long 
rectangular tubing swingarm in a position horizontal to 
the ground. When the rider mounts the machine the 
swingarm is actually drawn up above the sprocket/axle 
centerline. This is not the best geometric arrangment for 
proper handling or shock dynamics. Perhaps Suzuki was 
attempting to make the machine sit lower for the 
intended youth market, but its effect on overall 
performance with an adult rider is negative. The longer 
Kayaba shocks from the RM125 bolt right on, but do 
not attempt that modification unless you plan on 
changing the front end also. 

When we tested the RM100A a couple months ago we 
said that the forks were good, but not excellent. The 
exact same forks, with one inch added to the tubes, are 
used on the B model. The B model is 24% inches longer 
than its A predecessor, with much of the weight shifted 
forward (because of the longer swingarm). The longer 
wheelbase, increased weight transferal and magnified 
force loadings destroy most of the good feel from the 
forks. The forks work adequately, but not with the type 
of damping or flex free action that we have come to 
expect. Suzuki RM125 forks bolt directly on, and when 
used in conjunction with Kayaba shocks they give you 


the best ride at a price (by turning the RM100 into an 
RM125). 

Handling is of course affected by the fork/shock 
selection, but the finest small bike frame on the market 
brings it back on. The RM100B handles like the RM125 
that it is based on. There is no washout and the bike can 
be stuffed into a berm or balanced on a rock hard 
off-camber. Being longer than last year’s model it isn’t as 
quick in the corners, but the increased gyroscopic 
stability more than offsets this loss. 

The spokes on the front hub caused us some concern, 
as Suzuki is still using the small, small RM100 hub with 
light gauge spokes. Careful attention must be paid to 
keep them tight and the faster 100 riders in SoCal have 
their wheels re-laced with stronger spokes. 

The air slots cut in the sidepanels are designed to 
allow a cooling flow through to the shock bodies. These 
slots make it close to impossible to get numbers to stick 
to the side plates. If you do get the numbers to stick 
they will block the air flow (if your legs don’t already). 

The front number plate on the RM100B, and on all 
the new 1977 Suzukis, is mounted on two el cheapo 
rubber bands. Ours broke immediately. The number 
plate and mounting bracket are moulded out of plastic. 
We liked last year’s better. As a sidelight the RM100 
does not have cable guides on the number plate although 
it does have holes drilled for them. 

The airbox used to be metal, but now it is plastic and 
better. The gas tank used to bolt on, but now it is held 
on by quick release rubber straps. The shocks used to 
have five way adjustable pre-load, but. now they don’t. 
The RM100 used to have a 3.50 rear tire and now it has 
a 4.10. The pipe used to drag under the engine, but now 
it runs high and dry through the frame. 

Unabashedly, we loved the engine. It was a close ratio, 
six-speed, case-reeded, square (50mmx50mm) designed 
screamer. The RM100B represents the first major leap in 
100cc power since the porting tool first touched the 
Hodaka cylinder ten years ago. The A model would crest 
Saddleback’s starting hill in third gear and go off-song in 
fourth with a 200 pounder aboard. It isn’t designed for 
heavy riders, but what better way to test power. The 
new B model would clear the ‘Back hill in fourth and 
easily grab fifth and sixth. 

The difference lies in_two areas — transmission and 
case reeds. The sixth gear isn’t noticed as being all that 
much work than the five speed because a 100 is 
constantly being shifted. What’s one gear more or less in 
a thousand shifts a day? The five speed bogged slightly 
between each gear because the stretch was too far. The 
new six-speed allows optimum time spent on the torque 
and power curve. Fortunately the B model also offers 
case reeds and a’ resulting broad power band to feed the 
beautifully spaced box. 

The bottom line is simple. A Hodaka won’t touch it in 
the power department, a Yamaha can’t match its 
handling and the few European 100cc brands couldn’t 
compare with the total package at twice the price (which 
they are!). This bike is a toy destroyer. 

Back at Hammamatsu the production and race 
departments have so little to do that they re-designed a 
bike that was already best-in-class. The other 
manufacturers are hopihg they don’t go back to 
competing against each other again. Everybody else 
hopes they do. e

Round two found a repeat of the first 
moto, as Denton and Taylor ran 
one-two. Taylor applied pressure to 
Denton in the final two laps, but once 
again, Denton’s horsepower was too 
much for Taylor. Clark and Atwood 
“switched positions in the second moto. 
In the final round, Denton made it look 
easy with a convincing win over 
Atwood, Taylor, and de la Sota. In 
overall points, Denton took first, with 
Taylor second, Atwood third, and Clark 
fourth. 

The 250’s saw Taylor dominate like 
Denton did in the 125’s as the “El 
Monte Terror” easily swept all three 
five-lap events. Two-time Night National 
Champion Jeff Vidic was the only rider 
to challenge Taylor all night. Vidic 
briefly pressured Taylor in the second 
moto, but David used the outside line 
for power and traction, and Vidic never 
really had a chance.

CMC RR: 
‘Giant-killer’ 
John Higham

ONTARIO, CAL., OCT. 17 

David Emde and Mike Baeder 
traded wins and DNFs in the 750 
and 250 GP classes; Tony Murphy 
ran away with 4-stroke GP; and 
John Glover made an auspicious GP 
debut at today’s CMC Ontario road 
race. But the biggest mews — and 
surprise — of the day centered around 
John Higham and his Yoshima Racing 
Service 500cc Honda CB400F. 

Built by 28-year-old Kazuo Yoshima, 
the 500cc Honda ridden by Higham was 
ridiculously fast. In fact, the machine 
was as fast as the Pops Yoshimura 
1000cc Kawasaki Z-1 ridden by Dick 
Kilgroe, who won both Open 





Production and Super Cafe classes with 
his machine. 

In 4stroke GP, Higham shadowed 
and harrassed Kilgroe after passing and 
being repassed early in the race. 
Following in wait just behind Kilgroe 
until the last half of the last lap, Higham 
dove underneath the drifting Kaw in 
Turn 10 following the back straight, and 
never looked back. Higham’s effort was 
good for second overall in the class, just 
behind veteran racer Tony Murphy on 
a CR-carburetor (GP) equipped 
Yoshimura R&D of America Z-1. Being 
beaten only by Murphy’s twice-as-big 
machine, (which had taken third in 
Open GP earlier in the day), was a major 
showing for Higham, who has been 
racing for little more than a year. 


Both im top end and acceleration, 
Higham’s machine was the match of 
Kilgroe’s larger Kawasaki, to. the 
amazement of spectators and tuners 
alike. It seems that Kazuo Yoshima 
learned his craft working in the engine 
prototype department of the Honda 
factory in Japan. He built his 500cc 
wonder-engine with highly-modified 
CB125 pistons, Honda Racing Service 
Center Corporation connecting rods, a 
cam ground to his own specifications, 
and CR Keihin carburetors. Although 
hampered by a powerband essentially 
narrower than the stock wide-ratio 
street transmission could accommodate, 
the bike flew under Higham. 

The engine was first seen at Ontario 
on September 19, but finished poorly 
due to extreme handling problems 
caused by a mismatch of tires and 
suspension failure. But with Yoshima’s 
engine bolted into Higham’s proven and 
sorted-out chassis, the combination 
worked better than anyone would have 
believed before the race. 

In the Cafe/Super Cafe race, Higham 
started on the third row of the Cafe 
class, a full 20 seconds behind the 
“Expert” Super Cafe group. Yet 
Higham had passed his way mid-way 
into the Super Cafe field by the halfway 
point of the race, finishing fifth overall 
among the earlier-starting racers, and 
just behind Lance Weil (Laverda 750). 
However, due to a rule-enforcement 
disallowing non-muffled machines in the 
street-legal Cafe and Super Cafe classes, 
Higham’s startling ride to first Cafe, 
fifth Super Cafe was not officially 
recognized — Higham hadn't brought his 
muffler insert to the track. 

In 250 GP, Mike Baeder won easily 
after David Emde’s TZ250 seized while 
leading. Baeder then passed and pulled 
away from Rob Murray, who ran second 
until he crashed in Turn Six. Murray 
slid, started to high-side, almost saved it, 
fell off, and watched in amazement as 
his bike continued down the track 


_alone, leaned into Turn Seven, then 


missed the turn and hit the wall. 

John Glover ran third in the race on a 
borrowed TZ250 — his third GP ride — 
until he ran off Turn Six and tipped 
over at low speed. He restarted to finish 
sixth, behind Keith Code, Tony 
Murphy, Jim Vialovos, and Dana Ward. 

Emde controlled Open GP until the 
second lap, when Baeder, riding the 
same Kambayashi-tuned TZ750 ridden 
by Takazumi Katayama at the AMA 
National October 3, passed on the 
outside on the banking. Baeder’s passing 
of Emde’s Don Vesco Yamaha TZ750 
was short-lived, however, as his bike 
seized. This time it was Emde’s luck to 


stay running and run away with the. 


race, in spite of handling and slight 
engine problems. Harry Klinzmann was 
second with three cylinders running on 
his TZ750. Tony Murphy was third with 
his Yoshimura Z-1. 

In 500-750-Open Production, Dick 
Kilgroe narrowly beat Alan Gingerelli 
(Yam R5 350) after being chased by a 
Gingerelli-Dick Fuller (R-5 Yam) fight 
for second the entire event. Fuller 
pitted after his bike’s front fender came 
adrift, and Gingerelli won the 500cc 
class easily, second overall. 

Fuller came back to win 350 
Production unchallenged by Gingerelli, 
who had already loaded up and gone 
home. ®

saturated. There would be no dust 
today.

and a half miles were gobbled up at top 
speed for most riders, and especially for

inches rear wheel travel? You would if 


you saw Mitch go by in the chop. “It,

Maybe it 
was those two flat tires that Mitch 
finished on that made it look that way? 
That suspension and Mitch’s remarkable 
riding skill gave him a commanding lead 
by the first half of the first loop. This 
was in spite of the condition of the 
terrain after that super fast bomb run. 

That lovely rain that made the riding 
so much fun also brought flash floods in 
the area, opened miles of cross-grain 
ditches (you know, the square-edged 
kind), and exposed vast new acres of 
unused Lucerne Premium Rock. It also 
managed to make Bessemer Mine Road 
even worse than its infamous reputation 
would suggest. I would have thought 
that even a Nuclear holocaust could 
only improve that cobbystone 
nightmare. All of this meteorlogical 
turmoil obliterated all traces of lime and 
made for many surprises along the trail. 

With Mayes in firm control of first, 
the contest became one for second. 
Cordis Brooks had that spot halfway 
around the first loop, but considering 
his luck this year, it was no surprise to 
not see him there on the second loop. 
From that point on, it was Team Husky 
all the way, with Larry Roeseler taking 
second just ahead of Brent Wallingsford. 
Since Larry and Mitch are teaming for 
the big Baja run in two weeks, they put 
in a good practice run today. 

On that changeable first loop, Randy 
Devonshire was running first Amateur 
but when the mud settled (no dust, 
remember?). Mike Quibodeaux finished 
first Amateur at 13th overall. Debbie 
Graziano took the first woman honors 
again. First Novice win goes to Ron 
Irby, whose Husky is set up very similar 
to Mitch’s. 

The Prairie Dogs are to be 
congratulated for a fine job on their 
first race. It was well organized, well 
laid out and imaginative and really 
seemed to sit well with the riders. e

Bultaco’s Alpina and Sherpa T ` 
Can the good get better? 


For 1977, Bultaco has announced three available Sherpa 
T’s (125, 250, 350) and two Alpinas (250, 350) in assorted 
colors, mostly red, gold and blue. The 125 Sherpa T shares 
six speeds with the MX engine. The 250 Alpiria and Sherpa 
share the same bore and stroke (71 x 60 mm) and the same 
power characteristics; but different gearboxes. Third gear 
on the trialers is where second on the Alpinas would be. 
Both 250 engines share a 27 mm Amal; both 350s have a 
28 mm Bing. But the 350 Sherpa is 83.2 x 60 mm (same 
crank as the 250), 326cc; while the Alpina is 83.2 x 64mm 
(the MX crank?), 348cc. Isn't parts-bin engineering fun? 
The Alpinas feature the chrome-lined alloy brake drums 
and moved-up Betor gas shocks. Claimed dry weight, 222 
pounds for both. The 125cc “baby T” hasa 20 inch front, 


17 inch rear wheel, 176 pound all-up weight for the flyweight 


and/or short-legged set. The bigger T’s weigh 195; the 350 
features slightly longer “legs” than the 250. 

Oh, to be a Bultaco parts man again. Wonder what 
they'll do for an encore? 





Can-Am: New shapes, new colors, new models 


The black and red MX-3 catches up with the suspension revolution, 
using laid-down “gasbag’’ Gabriel shocks and longer-travel forks. 
The Daddy Longlegs is the 250, with leading-axle 8.75-inch travel 
Marzocchis and 16-inch Gabriels that yield 8.5 inches of rear wheel 
travel. The 175 has Betor forks and about an inch less travel at 
either end. Power is, as ever, eye-bugging, At a brief test-preview 
session, riders said the 175 MXer went like most 250s and handled 
like a 125. The 250 was suitable impressive, but a bit frightening on 
slick California hardpan. The new baby is the red-tanked Qualifier, a 
serious enduro-Two Days type motorcycle to be marketed in 125, 
175 and 250cc sizes. Chassis will be virtually identical for all three, 
with a 3 gallon tank, 7.5 inches fork travel (Betor), and 7.3 inches at 
the rear wheel.

If you’re young and fast, you'll probably love it even more. 

The T’n’Ts (not shown) have changed only in detail; gotten quieter, 
and are California street-legal.

Cowbell comes on 


like a big, mean bull

LAKE PILLSBURY, CAL., OCT. 16 

The Hayward M/C 30th Annual 
Cowbell Enduro was a killer. 
About 550 riders left the start 
line, some 300 or so were out at 


the halfway point, and of those who 
managed to survive the entire 120 mile 
course only 20-had competitive scores. 
District 36’s top rider George Hendricks 
finished with a score of 12 aboard his 
Husky and Expert John Trout riding an 
IT400C dropped 15 points. George and 
John left on the first minute. 

Hayward clubmen Rich Lopez and 
Gerald Lozier laid out the super 
difficult course and they did an 
imaginative, hard-core and even slightly 
brutal work-up for the Northern 
California riders who came expecting 
something a little more moderate. It 
didn’t really matter for most riders, but 
the checks were all accurate except for 
number two which was slightly off and 
was thrown out by the referee. Course 
marking was very good in the first half, 
slightly less so in the second where a lot 
of riders remarked that some dangerous 
spots weren’t marked. 

The cause of all the difficulty was 
dust and dry, powdery soil. The little 
bit of rain this fall has not been enough 
to saturate the ground so that it will 
stay together to provide traction. 
Fortunately; the woods sections on the 
Cowbell were shaded enough to be a 
little tacky and a little less dusty and 
there were a lot of woods trails in the 
course. The uphills were many and 
nearly impossible to traverse, 
particularly for the “C” riders who this 
Saturday were put at a heavy 
disadvantage. When the riders with the 
latter minute arrived at the base of the 
long, twisting uphills the ground was so 
plowed up that it took 10 or 20 minutes 
to get to the top. Then there were riders 
who had just given up and left their 
bikes lying in the best lines; or if they 
were moving they were being pushed by 
two or three other people and blocking 
the way. 

The trails were tight and there were 
many logs to get over as well as to get 
under. One of those imaginative strokes 
put in by the layout men was a two or 
three foot high steel pipe which had to 
be crossed, there being no access around 
the ends. The heat got to everyone. In 
fact at every water crossing there were 
crowds of riders who had stopped for a 
quick one. It looked like the Saturday 
night partiers at the local drinking 
establishment standing around swapping 
stories, laughing and asking each other if 
they were going to go on. 

There’ were a few cut outs that 
washed out the weary riders. If you 
were making good speed along a path 
you could be sure that soon the path

would dip down five or six feet into the 
cut out and that on the other side 
would be a nearly vertical climb back up. 
Quite a few toppled over backwards at 
these places. One rider received bad 
burns on his arm when he was caught 
underneath his machine at one of these 
cut outs.

it to the gas point at 53 miles. The 
course continued on over a series of 
ridges and riders sometimes had to go 
over, under or around thickets and piles 
of tree limbs and brush.

The situation was acutely 
embarrassing. 
Strangely enough there were no 


protests. The people most concerned — 
“A” riders who were riding for points — 
seemed to understand. The club passed 
out apologies and cold beer at the finish 
and the members who wore their red, 
white and blue vests that day showed 
considerable courage. 

Out of the eight checks in the 110 
mile course, three were retained and the 
rest called observation points. All 
trophies will be awarded — duplicate 
trophies for ties — and everything will 
be done to mollify those who haven’t 
yet forgiven C.E.R.A. The District 36 
Enduro Steward, Lynn Ritner, is going 
to decide whether or not national points 
will be awarded. 

Well, there was some good news for 
C.E.R.A. — they were given permission 
to hold a National next year. So, maybe 
in the long run everything will work out 
for the best. All the mistakes were made 
last Saturday and nothing, positively 
nothing, will go wrong at the National 
next year. C.E.R.A. promises you. ®

At first it seems inconceivable that all 
the engineering drawings to support 
Honda’s multi-plant, multi-product ef- 
fort come from one relatively small 
“bull pen” here, where about a hundred 
draftsmen, engineers and supervisors 





ides. Yet here we were, 


bend over their desks in a shirt-sleeve 
atmosphere. It’s very likely, upon 
reflection, that each Honda factory has 
its own in-house engineering/drafting 
staff to develop their own required 
engineering paperwork from the Honda 
R & D originals. Even so, it all starts to 
come together here, in one room at 
Asaka. , 


If that were all that takes place at 
Asaka, this would be a very short story. 
But the drafting room here is very much 
akin to the layout room at Cycle News 
— the place where the “end product” is 
put on paper to go out the door. It’s 
what goes on in all the other buildings 
of the Asaka complex that creates the 
knowledge that eventually winds up on 
paper — that’s what really absorbs the 





bucks and the man-hours. The way 
Honda R & D is funded, that effort has 
got to pay off. It’s simple — Honda R & 
D receives 2.5 percent of Honda Motor’s 
gross receipts. No tickee, no washee; 
Honda R & D’s knowledge has to go 
into something that sells or else it’s 
layoff time. 

Mr. Chijiiwa, the manager here, told 
us how it works. There are three stages 
to each developmental idea or project 
that surfaces at Asaka. There is an “R” 
stage — pre-developmental research. 
Management experience indicates that 
they can expect “one percent success 
supported by 99 percent failure” at this 
stage. Those developments which do not 
show commercial promise are filed on 
the “someday” shelf. Asaka’s attic, if 
one could inspect it, would make an 
interesting study in itself. 

Next is the “D” stage. By the time a 
project has reached this point — selected 
for commercial development — no 
failure is tolerated. Period. It’s supposed 
to have been through screening already- 
Finally, there’ the “P” stage — 
production on prototype tooling — the 
final proof that what has been designed 
can be built. 





Journey to the Source 





Each project is evaluated at each of 
the three stages by the Chief Engineer, 
Mr. Kume. “For Project Manager this is 
not a most pleasant thing,’’ we are told. 
Mr. Kume himself has briefed us, and 
will be with us much of the whirlwind 
tour. ‘We want you to understand the 
kind of engineer actually working at 
Honda... ”’ he has told us. “There are a 
few things which cannot be shown to 
you — but all those things were hidden 
last week.” Aside from the Styling 
Building, which is totally off limits, we 
are free to roam while the rain pours 
down outside. 

If the “good stuff” was hidden, what 
were the folks at Asaka doing today? 
Analyzing noise, for one thing. First 
thing I saw was a group of technicians 
with a frequency generator and a lot of 
state-of-the-art electronic gear playing a 
noise tape generated by one of Honda’s 
twins on test. They were picking each 
“component” of sound — each 
particular frequency band — and 
running both oscilloscope pix and strip 
charts of it as engine speed varied. This 
is just one of the ways that they zero in 
on areas where noise reduction will pay 
off. It may be something so small as

reducing rocker arm end play, or 
putting a preload washer somewhere to 
stop a tiny engine component from 
rattling. This is how they find the 
trouble spots. 

They were also working on 
breadboard electronics; putting 
“mockups’’ of new solid-state controls 
through their paces. This is the 
beginning of such things as the back-up 
lighting system on the GL-1000. Look 
for more black, boxes with brains to 
become part of the touring bike line, as 
safety or convenience features. 

Next door, they were putting a 
composite wheel through cyclic stress, 
both torque (as would come from 
throttle or braking) and side loads (as 
from abrupt cornering). They weren't 
just trying to break the wheels, but to 
get a stiffness/flexure profile on them 
under different kinds of load. This is 
important, for when setting up 
suspension, the “spring rate” of 
anything that flexes, even the tiniest bit, 
must be known. Otherwise, springs, 
wheels, and tires won’t work together. 
Try putting radial tires on an older car 
whose suspension is not “tuned” for 
radials, and you'll see the connection. 





The composite wheels themselves 
(which you'll see on some big 1977 
Honda models) are something that’s 
been around awhile in the car world. 
They are stamped steel centers riveted 
to alloy rims. In terms of flex and 
stability, they fall somewhere between a 
conventional wire wheel and a cast alloy 
one. The cast (“‘mag’’) wheel’s absolute 
rigidity turns out to be a mixed blessing, 
at times; especially in terms of what 
happens when you clobber a curb. The 
composite wheels are expected to be 
cheaper, safer (in terms of possible 
brittle fracture) and more likely to work 
with existing tire /suspension systems (in 
terms of flex stiffness). By way of 
useful life, they are many times more 
stable in trueness than comparable 
“wires”. As a mass-production item, 
they aren’t quite as pretty as a set of 
mags, but they'll eventually cost less to 
produce than wire wheels. 


In another building are specialized 
test cells... One of them is a 
minicomputer-controlled flow bench, 
used to check fuel-air flow rates on 
complete carb/manifold systems. Very 
trick little item. Another is an interim 


emission test dyno. It’s 
preprogrammed/manual controlled. The 
operator sits the bike and works the 
throttle, varying engine speed under 
load according to an EPA-specified duty 
cycle. There’s a moving strip chart with 
a zig-zag black line on it that gives him 
his “target”. His job is to keep a moving 
cross-hair “‘gunsight” (geared to road 
speed) on that target line. 

Crude, compared to what they’re 
doing in other bays of this building, but 
this multi-kilobuck (or meggayen) dyno 
with its complex exhaust-gas collectors 
and analyzers enigmatically shrouded in 
grey sheet metal is strictly “‘temporary”’. 
That’s because EPA and Honda are 
playing a game. Honda says, “Wè can't 
order permanent facilities, commit all 
that money for sophisticated equipment 
until you tell us, in final form, what the 
test parameters are to be.” 

For some reason, EPA wasn’t playing 
ball. Things like duty cycles, definitions 
of useful life, types of certification 
equipment required, degrees of accuracy 
needed, all were still being haggled over 
as recently as this summer. EPA’s 
spokesmen simply say the industry 
knows enough about the coming 











emission regs to go ahead and order 
equipment in advance. Honda says No; 
and may be bold enough to ask for a 
delay in final regulations on grounds of 
insufficient lead time if the haggling still 
goes on. Interesting poker game. 

Honda does have a point. You don’t 
buy equipment like this offshelf like 
you do dry goods. It doesn’t exist. You 
have to get heads together with whoever 
is selling you the stuff and design it 
from scratch. From point-of-sale of an 
approved design to on-site delivery can 
range from a matter of months to a 
matter of years, depending on the 
complexity of the piece (or pieces) of 
equipment. If you don’t know exactly 
what you’re testing for a couple of years 


ahead of when you need the stuff, you | 


take a SWAG (Scientific Wild Ass 
Guess) and order something you figure 
will be better (more powerful, more 
accurate, greater load capacity, 
whatever). Suppose you aim too high. 
Suppose the government throws you a 
curve, changes the test parameters such 
that you’ve just spent $2 million on an 
elephant gun to hunt mice. As I said, 
interesting poker game. Wonder who'll 
flinch first.

Journey to the Soure 


The Japanese derive the name of their country from a Chinese phrase meaning “the source of the sun,” 
the characters for which are at left. The phrase describes the country’s geographical position east of | 
China. The word “Japan” came from Marco Polo’s attempt to render the Chinese pronunciation of the 
phrase in Italian after his return from China in the 13th Century. The Japanese themselves, however, 
usually give the characters a sound that is rendered in English as “Nihon.” The top character means 
“sun,” the bottom one “source.” Originally the Japanese built up a written language by taking Chinese 
characters and adapting them to their own radically different spoken language. To these characters — 
like the two shown here — they later added a kind of alphabet of their own, making the two written 








To get an idea of what they might 
build when the rules of the game are 
finalized, we go to a nearby test 
complex where they run fully-automatic 
duty-cycle tests on a powered dyno. 
There are two dyno cells. In each, a 
complete motorcycle is tied to the dyno 
rolls and hooked up to a set of remote 
controls for throttle, clutch and 
gearshift. It’s a bit uncanny, watching 
the strapped down riderless Hondas 
being run up and down through the 
gears by unseen commands carried out 
by-a set of air/and/or/hydraulic servos. 
The commands come from 
computer-style tape decks beyond the 
firewall. These read master control tapes 
on a multitude of channels, sending 
simultaneously in real time all the 
necessary control signals; not only to 
the motorcycle, but to the dyno — 
applying the proper inertia loads in the 
proper direction during acceleration and 
throttle-off coasting; varying the wind 
speed from the bank of cooling fans to 
match simulated road speed — they miss 
very few tricks. The machine’s 
downshifts are a trifle clumsy —picky, 
picky. 

Where do they get the master tapes? 
They can manufacture them 
electronically, but most are actual riding 
profiles generated on real motorcycles 
equipped with either ‘‘flight recorders” 
or telemetry equipment to relay data 
back to an electronics-laden van. With 
this set-up, they can create and replay 
anything from Pat Evans on an 
RCB1000 at Suzuka to Joe Streetrace 
on an XL350 at Griffith Park to Mother 
Machree on a Road Pal in the parking 
lot. Most of the tapes are generated by 
Honda R & D test riders on roads and 
streets around Tokyo (of which Asaka is 
a surburb), but the equipment allows 
them to bring any road (and any rider) 
in the world into their test bay. 

The dyno wheels in these and other 
bays can be set up with bumps of 
various numbers, sizes, and shapes to 
cycle the chassis and suspension, to the 
point of destruction, if necessary. One 
test bay in this complex is set up to do 
this full-time. 

Everywhere there is bank upon bank 
of digital read-out imstruments and 
strip-chart generators watched by one or 
more techs, busily writing in Japanese 
techno-script. Their shorthand is one 
compounded of Japanese 
word-characters, Arabic numbers and 
English technical terms. 

Finally, we come to the main dyno 
building. Through double doors and into 
this long hall; there are 28 dyno cells 
distributed along both sides, almost 
totally soundproofed and each viewed 
through its own triple-thick picture 
window. About four of the bays were 
shrouded over and screened during our 
visit. One of these was an 11,000 rpm 
durability test on what sounded (from 
the stifled buzz coming through the 
window) like a twin. Run until it blows; 
then look at the pieces to see what went 
wrong. 

There were tests for fuel mixture at 
Wide Open Throttle (WOT); there was 
an RC500 motocross engine 
instrumented to read  exhaust-gas 
pulsations in its expansion chamber; 
there was a 999cc H.E.R.T. (that’s 
Honda European Racing Team) engine 
pulling 110 horsepower at 9,000 rpm. 
There were engines set up to read valve 
train stress and vibration; others being

run for crankcase emission studies; still 
others being analyzed for exhaust-gas 
composition under speed and load. And 
everywhere, more digital read-outs, 
more strip-charts, more oscilloscopes 
being read by white-garbed technicians 
in complete cleanliness and quiet while 
all hell was breaking loose in 28 rooms 
just next door. This building has entire 
room-sized silencer chambers and a 
massive air intake/exhaust system to 
control inside air pressure/density with 
engines sucking wind in all 28 chambers 
while emitting no (I mean zero) noise to 
the outside. They can test on dynos of 
anywhere from 5 hp to 200 hp capacity. 
They can use the building’s ventilation 
system to power a giant flow-bench 
that checks out hand-made portforms. 

Outside, in the rain, we get to witness 
a little of what goes on at Asaka’s short 
(less than a half mile)pinched-oval test 
track. Heavily raingeared riders rode a 
pair of noise-control test XL350s with 
telemetry packs on their backs, showing 
how some of the sound tests are done. 
One of these bikes, engine enclosed in a 
plastic fairing/shroud, can pass 65 db at 
50 feet. They also show us road bikes 





instrumented with gyro stable platforms 
(similar to the “heart” of a missile’s 
inertial guidance) to pick up handling 
parameters as the bikes are cornered, so 
the testers can get data on lean, steering 
input, suspension loadings, all under 
actual riding conditions. 

A soft chime announces lunch time, 
and knots of white-coveralled people 
make ‘their way through the spotless 
corridors and workbays to a background 
of gentle piped-in music. This is a plush 
job in Japan, these people are an elite 
who have won a highly competitive 
shuffle to work here. Nor does their 
intense involvement ever stop. 

Take Mr. Kume — hired straight out 
of engineering school 22 years ago as a 
grunt draftsman; groomed and 
transferred to design. Worked on the GP 
bikes and the Formula One car project. 
Racing is in his soul, no matter what the 
government says. It’s people like him, 
following in his tracks, “doing 
collectively” now that the genius Honda 
has stepped aside, who are making the 
future at Honda. At Asaka, there are no 
promises. Tomorrow is today — it all 
depends where you want to look. e 


“If it’s Tuesday, 
this must be Suzuka” 


Nine moto-journalists on a mara- 
thon tour hosted by Honda R & D 
were treated to a first-ever look at 
places and things which had, up to 


now, been held secret even from 
most Honda employees. The tour 
left Los Angeles International 
Airport, flying through the tag- 
end of a hurricane; and arrived at Tokyo 
International, dropping through the 
skirts of a typhoon which would, during 
our stay, take scores of lives and render 
thousands homeless in Japanese coastal 
areas. The weather seemed to set the 
tone for the trip, as our unflappable, 
super-efficient hosts whisked us through 
a mind-boggling itinerary at a 
whirlwind’s pace. 

Sunday: 

That’s funny, I could have sworn we 
left on Saturday, and it’s still daylight. 
Already the International Date Line is 
starting to play tricks with our 
perceptions of time. First whiff of 
Tokyo Bay combined with the crush of 
people going through Customs tells us in 
no uncertain terms that we've stepped 
out of our sheltered 747-world into an 
Asian country. A sweaty hour and we 
are through with our baggage intact. As 
we board a plush salon bus for the trip 
to Tokyo’s Palace Hotel, across the 
moat from the Emperor’s residence, 
that | “‘other” Asia will become 
something we will see through windows 
for the duration. 

It is now 6:00 p.m. Tokyo time, as 
we freshen up for a cocktail-orientation 
to meet our hosts. To our bodies, it’s 





3:00 a.m. but we're too wired to notice. 
We will each have a personal companion 
and guide for the tour to follow. I am 
introduced to Norimoto Otsuka, Chief 
Designer at Honda R & D in Torrance, 
California. I learn that we share a 
certain taste for fast on-road Singles. In 
his younger days (he seems about my 
age, 35) he used to own a Parilla 250; 
and currently aspires to collect a 
suitably primo Velocette. Can’t blame 
him. 


Monday: 

After breakfast, we gather once again 
to board our bus, which resembles a rich 
dude’s railroad car inside (even has a 
color TV), for the 30-mile ride through 
driving typhoon rain to Asaka. Part of 
the ride is on Tokyo’s toll expressway 
(built for the Olympics), which is two 
lanes each direction, elevated on massive 
stressed-concrete support. Traffic moves 
slowly but consistently on it in spite of 
its seemingly limited capacity. There is 
almost no lane-switching, just endless 
reserves of patience in the endless 
stream of cars, trucks, and buses — all of 
which seem relatively new and are 
handsomely styled. Especially the 
trucks. 

We see almost no motorcycles, with 
the exception of. one man riding a 
Honda 750 Sport in road race leathers 
and full-face helmet. Ie is something of 
an elite, for the Japanese authorities 
have set the skill and strength

requirements for a large-displacement 
motorcycle license practically out of 
reach. For example, an applicant must 
be able to lift a downed CB750 unaided 
(quite a feat for the average size and 
weight Japanese); and must ride his 
machine several meters along the top of 
a 18” (approx.) pipe without footing or 
falling. Most Japanese can never aspire 
to anything bigger than a 350. 

Down on the surface streets, away 
from cosmopolitan central Tokyo, the 
reality of Asia crowds a bit closer. 
House and store fronts are narrow, 
jammed — shoulder-to-shoulder. Gas 
station and garage lots are crammed 
with cars or car bodies. Hoods, deck lids 
and doors are stacked here and there 
against walls. Piles of metal parts are 
stacked in the crevasses between 
buildings or in lot corners, as if being 
saved for some future use. The noses of 
cars poke out of the fronts of houses, 
almost as if a hole had been knocked in 
the living room wall to make a place to 
park. Bicycles and mopeds nestle in the 
chinks between car and wall. The 
Japanese are affluent, as highly visible 
vehicles and appliances testify; but they 
are running out of room to put the 
things they are able to buy. 

We pass from Tokyo Prefecture to 
adjoining Saitama without noticing 
much change in the urban texture about 
us. Tokyo is officially the world’s most 
populous city, fluctuating between 11 
million and 17 million people as its 
workforce ebbs and flows through the 
massive commuter rail system. The 
trains, which routinely move six million 





people in a matter of hours, are all that 
keeps Tokyo from strangling itself to 
death. 

By the time we reach the Asaka R & 
D facility, we’re beginning to see a few 
lots between houses planted with rice 
and vegetables the beginnings of 
“countryside.” The Asaka facility was, 
up until about 1972, a‘‘Hondaland” 
motor amusement park. The manager of 
that park, Mr. Chijiiwa, is now the 


General Manager at Asaka — the man 
who cracks the whip and sees to the 
necessities while the researchers 


research. He tells us, at a welcoming 
briefing, that all the “good stuff” has 
been carefully hidden, so we are free to 
poke around anywhere except the 
Styling Center. 

So, poke we do, each accompanied 
by our companion plus about three 
others. What we saw is covered in detail 
elsewhere. All during the tour, and at 
the dinner party later in the evening (as 
guest of Mr. Kiyoshi Kawashima, 
President of Honda Motor Co. and of 
Honda R & D), we sense that our hosts 
are subtly gauging our reaction to the 
things we are being shown. 


The rain has cancelled out any riding 
for today (though our riding gear was 
shipped ahead of us for a planned test 
session); so we just get to look at 
Asaka’s short (less than a mile) test 
track while Honda riders in full rain gear 
demonstrate sound test techniques. We 
are assured on the way back to Tokyo 
that the typhoon is moving north, and 
that tomorrow at Suzuka, 300 
kilometers south, things will be better. 
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Forks are easily disassembled by 
unscrewing hex head screw located on 
bottom of magnesium sliders. You'll need 
some type of homemade tool with a 
screwdriver blade end to insert in the fork 
tubes to keep the hampening rod from 
turning. 





Straight wound spring works surprisingly 
well. Dampening rod assembly includes a 
spring loaded valve, fork top-out spring, 
and a nylon sealing ring on the dampening 
piston. 
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It seems every time I go through 
Lorain, Ohio, on my way to 
anywhere else but there, I end up 
spending a couple of days visiting 
the folks at Penton Imports. 
They'll always have a neat new 
bike or something that I'll try to 
talk them into letting me tear 
around on for a few hours under the 
pretense that I’m doing a test for Cycle 
News or some such nonsense. The truth 
being, like all good motojournalists I’d 
rather have fun destroying someone 
else’s dirt bike than my own and not 
have to worry about fixing it 
afterwards. 

The last time I was up at Penton’s, 
Dane Leimbach was crating up the two 
400cc Penton/KTM race bikes of Willy 
Bauer and Jaak Van Velthoven for 
shipment back to Europe after the 
Canadian Grand Prix. The bikes were 
completely stock except for some 
personal modifications to footpegs and 
seats, a little Carl Cranke porting, and 
the latest design Ceriani magnesium 
leading axle forks. 

“Gee,” I thought, “wouldn't it be 
neat to do a real first ever test of an 
honest GP bike for Cycle News!” I was 
all pumped up until I presented the idea 
to Penton’s general manager Larry 
Maiers who promptly shot it down. 

“Greek,” he said, “‘there ain’t no way 
in hell we’re going to let you on one of 
those bikes!” They must have gotten 
wise to my tricks I figured. “But I'll tell 
you what I will do. . .” continued Larry, 
ws -we’ve got some of those same 
Ceriani leading axle forks which we’re 
selling through Hi-Point Accessories. 
You can borrow a set of them to test on 
your own bike for Cycle News.” 

“OK,” I said, figuring I could tell all 
my friends at Country Motocross down 
home in Biloxi that Willy Bauer 
personally had given me the Ceriani 
forks off his own works bike to get my 
valued opinion of how they performed. 
The story might have worked except a 
few days later Frank Stacy was up at 
Penton Imports and pulled the ultimate 
con job on Larry by talking him out of 
Bauer’s entire bike, forks and all, to race 
the remaining 500cc Nationals with. 

Actually, I wasn’t too hot on the idea 
of using my bike as a test bed for 
playing with forks. I had bought my 
250cc Penton/KTM Moisseev Replica 
because I wanted a bike I wouldn’t have 
to do any more maintenance to other 
than cleaning the air filter. Besides, I 
already had the best forks available in 
the standard magnesium Marzocchi 
leading axle units that came on the bike. 


The Ceriani forks lay in the back of my 
van for a couple of weeks until after a 
particularly tough pro motocross, and 
weeks of having never changed the oil in 
the Marzocchi forks, I blew the seals out 
of them. Since changing fork assemblies 
isn’t any harder than changing seals I 
put the Ceriani units on my bike. I felt 
as sponsored as Roger DeCoster getting 
a new set of forks because my old ones 
needed new seals. 


Even though Willy Bauer and Jaak 
Van Velthoven are using these leading 
axle Ceriani forks in the 500cc GPs, you 
may have noticed in pictures that 
Guennady Moisseev and Vladimir 
Kavinov are using the old style in-line 
axle Ceriani aluminum forks on their 
250cc factory bikes. They claim the 
longer travel leading axle forks have too 
much flex, butI’m sure the way those 
Russians ride they could make anything 
flex, including the Golden Gate Bridge. 


The Cerianis bolted up to my 250 
without any problem other than the 
hassle of having to remove the bearing 
races off the old forks to put them on 
the Cerianis. It would be a lot easier, 
and probably better, to have a new set 
of bearing races to go along with~the 
forks if you order them. The Ceriani 
lower triple clamps are designed to take 
a very wide fender and the best one for 
this purpose is the new flexible Falk 
mud fender which is the very latest in 
Grand Prix fashion and also available 
from Hi-Point Accessories. 

It took me a couple of races to sort 
the Ceriani forks out by playing with 
various volumes and weights of oil. I 
finally settled on 265cc of oil per leg, 
using Bel-Ray 50 hydraulic oil which is 
equivalent to a SAE 15 weight fork or 
motor oil. Dampening wise, the Ceriani 
seem to perform on par with the 
Marzocchi and the latest Husky in-line 
forks. These have to be the ultimate 
production forks for the best 
dampening action and in all honesty I 


just don’t have the perception to judge 


these Ceriani forks beyond the 
dampening characteristics of the Husky 
and Marzocchi forks. 

Where I could judge the performance 
difference was how my bike handled 
with the new Cerianis. The front end of 
the bike handled much quicker and 
proved to be light enough to pick up at 
will with just a slight twist of throttle. 
Comparing the Ceriani forks to the 
Marzocchis I had just taken off I found 
that the handlebar mounts on the 
Cerianis were located about 1/2 inch 
closer to the steering stem which 
accounted for the quicker and 
somewhat hairy high speed handling. 


Actual steering geometry between the 
two forks is the same. The front end of 
my bike proved to-be lighter with the 
Ceriani forks because they. use 
magnesium triple clamps, while the 
Marzocchi forks use aluminum, and the 
difference in weight can readily be felt 
in the handling. Actual fork assembly 
weight is 20 lbs. for the Cerianis and 21 
Ibs. for the Marzocchis. 

One other thing I noticed is that while 
both the Marzocchi and Ceriani leading 
axle forks have the. larger 35mm 
diameter fork tubes now common with 
longer forks and both had 
approximately 225mm (8 3/4 inches) of 
travel, the Ceriani forks didn’t have the 
tendency to bind in the lower slider 
tubes and flex somewhat as the 
Marzocchi forks seemed to do if you 
just sat on the bike with the forks fully 
extended. This could mean that the 
Ceriani forks would be more responsive 
to bumps at high speeds when you have 
your weight on the back of the bike and 
the forks are fully extended. 

OK, so what’s this article all about? 
Well, 1 guess Hi-Point would want me to 
tell you to buy a set of the magnesium 
Ceriani or Marzocchi leading axle forks 
from them because they are the best 
front suspension you can buy. For 
people who own bikes like the RM 
Suzukis I certainly wouldn't 
recommend them because there are too 
many good fork kits in the $25-50 price 
range that would make their stock forks 
perform perhaps just as well. For other 
Japanese bikes, though, or European 
bikes like Husky I definitely would 
recommend them. For the serious rider 
the advantage of increased travel and 
quicker steering response is definitely 
worth the $300 plus price tag these 
forks are going to cost you. A Husky 
rider in particular might want to get a, 
set to update his bike to 1977 specs 
before the new production CRs make 
the scene. 

Because of their fast handling 
characteristics I’d definitely recommend 
the Ceriani forks to Experts only, but 
that doesn’t preclude Experts from 
using the Marzocchis along with 
everyone else. Matter of fact some 
pretty fast riders are presently using the 
Marzocchi leading axle forks. Among 
them is Jim Pomeroy who uses them on 
his works Bultacos despite the fact that 
the production Bultaco /Betor leading 
axle forks are very good. Another is 
Honda’s Steve Wise who uses the 
Marzocchis on his FMF modified 
Elsinore. If you’re interested in putting 
some more “handles” into your bike; 
check out your nearest Penton or 
Hi-Point Accessories dealer. ®

Fall GP. goes 


international

HENDERSON, TEX., OCT. 9 

Think of the 11 turn, two mile 
course as an Alfred Hitchcock 
movie. Unseen forces and hazards 
build tension. Last minute battles 
are fought among protagonists at the 
edge of disaster. Suspense becomes 
nearly unbearable as _ spectators 
anxiously await the triumph of a victor. 
Sometimes the track intervenes on 
behalf of one of the contestants; the 
lure of the place is that it presents great 
difficulty to all. Sometimes only the 
track wins. When all is said and done the 
Raceway remains as implacable as Mt. 
Rushmore in the closing scenes of 
“North by Northwest.” Ultimately it is 
not Alfred Hitchcock. If one is to win at 
all it is hard work, incredible 
concentration and fortune, good or ill 
that direct the drama. 

The Fall Grand Prix was billed by the 
Central Road Racing Club as a return 
match between Gene Hornot and 
Feddie Spencer, both from Shreveport, 
Louisiana, both mounted on red 
RD-400s and both superlative 
competitors. But the Master of Suspense 
himself would have approved of the 
surprise ending that replaced what 
everyone expected. As is often the case, 
the surprise arose from outside of the 
original equation. In the case of the 
October 10th road race it was embodied 
in the personage of Jimmy Morales, 
Mexican National Grand Prix Champion 
and the only Mexican competitor in the 
Formula 750 series. Morales was north 
of the border with his anglo tuners 
Allen Jackson and Larry Beall. 

In the original script, 410 showroom 
stock was obviously destined to be the 
piece de resistance as the identical 
Yamahas of Spencer and Hornot lined 
up to start next to the RD-350s of Jeff 
Davis and Mike Ward. Within seconds 
after the flash of starter Rusty 
Johnson’s green flag the S&H contest 
was pulling away from the rest of the 
pack. 

For five laps of the seven lap race it 
was a repeat of previous dices. The fates 
would not have it so. On the fifth lap 
Hornot’s front end washed out on the 
Red Barn Turn (No. 11) and he crashed 
on the shoulder and into the grass. By 
this time the two had raced far enough 
ahead to allow Hornot to remount and 
chase after his 14 year old rival, still in 
second place. Ultimately it wasn’t the 
broken handlebar but the lack of brake 
fluid in his front master cylinder that 
forced Hornot into the pits at the end 
of the sixth go-round. About one mile 
behind Spencer, Davis and Ward fought 
tooth and nail for second place with 
Ward taking it by a hair. 

The exhuberant Davis rode into the 
pits, threw his helmet on the ground 
and exclaimed, “God damn that’s fun, 
let’s do it again!” Meanwhile in 750 
Prod. Jon Minonno turned in a victory

with his ever faithful Big D 750 
Bonneville. Not quite so faithful in the 
750 Cafe race the Bonney locked up its 
powerplant, the victim of either a 
broken primary chain or a broken 
crankshaft. 

The Can-Ams of David Cheek and 
Campise led the Honda twin of Team 
Deviate’s Vernon Davis home in the 250 
Cafe in that order. In 410 Cafe Spencer 
won decisively on his Big D Yamaha 
RD-400 Cafe bike over Hornot who 
took second on his produce RD. His 
return to competition was facilitated by 
loan of a master cylinder and fluid from 
Spencer. There was no real battle as the 
modified RD was quite a bit more rapid 
than the virgin model. 200 G.P. saw 
David Cheek lead followed by Bubb 
Byars rapid 200 Suzuki and the 
motocross bikes of brothers Earl and 
Gerald Smith. Dane Stewart forced his 
way to first in 250 G.P. for his first win 
over Spencer ever! 

After Hornot’s crash anticipation and 
attention had become focused on the 
Open G.P. final. On the starting line the 
riders were pumped to say the least. The 
heat had been a disappointment as 
Morales ran away from the rest of the 
pack. “‘Hogman” Stephenson’s Honda 
Road Burner had spit out its chain on 
the line leaving him to push back to the 
pits. Between the heat and main he 
had led Minonno a merry chase to steal 
away Open Cafe honors. AMA Amateur 
Daytona winner, David Robinson’s B&B 
Honda 550, cum 750, circulated rapidly 
wedged between the two until the last 
lap when it began to look like a cross 
between a destroyer laying a smoke 
screen and a one man mosquito control 
effort. Robinson felt the W/E.R.A. 
points slip through his fingers as he 
ground to a halt with a holed piston on 
lap six. Robinson’s tuner, Bill King had 
teen upset all day by a lack of midrange 
power and a Yoshimura gear box not 
suited to the tight course. 

Filling out the Open G.P. starting line 
was Gary Parker on the 550 Suzuki he 
had piloted to a win in 750 Cafe which 
was disallowed when he was protested 


for lack of lighting equipment. Minonno 
made four. The green flag made evident 
a horsepower advantage for Morales and 
to a lesser extent, Stephenson as they 
assumed the positions they would hold 
for the rest of the race. The Mexican TZ 
was geared so low that it was feasible to 
use only third, fourth and fifth gear. 
The Honda used all of its gears to no 
avail. Even the herculean effort of the 
Farmers Branch, Texas fireman couldn’t 
compensate for the horsepower 
discrepancy. That is not to say that 
Morales ran away and hid. Hogman kept 
Morales under pressure the whole time 
and was within striking distance for the 
entire trip should the Mexican make a 
mistake. By the sixth lap the black four 
was within a few feet of the TZ Yamaha 
but the 19 year old Morales never made 
the mistake the Texas rider needed. The 
contest and the day ended with a 
standing ovation for the exotic foreigner 
and the hometown hero. No one had 
ever seen Stepenson circulate Oak Hill 
that fast — not even Stephenson. Now if 
Tommy Byars had brought his TZ-750, 
what a battle that would have been! ©

Quite a few of the riders had their 
bikes for sale, an indication that winter 
is on the way. Ron Roseburg on a 500 
Yankee was one of these riders and he 
was successful.

Product evaluation 
The Dry Rider rain suit 


The Baby Blue Bunny Suit, we 
called it, not in criticism -- the Dry 
Rider is really hard to fault -- but 


just for fun. Neese Industries 
didn’t miss a trick in designing 
their rain suit to keep the 
motorcyclist totally dry regardless 
of conditions. There’s not one 
hole in their moisture-proof shield. 

But you. have to wear it all, from 
booties to bonnet, and that’s where Dry 
Rider wearers are most likely to go 
wrong. If you eliminate a single piece of 
the Neese system, you'll miss the 
surprisingly pleasant sensation of 
plowing through downpour and puddles 
remaining internally undampened. 

The main attraction of the suit is its 
willingness to be compressed into an 
almost tiny drawstring bag for easy 
on-cycle storage. You can take it 
everywhere, easily, even with a buddy 
on back. 

When the first drops hit your 

faceshield, simply pull off the road and 
start yanking the amazing quantity of 
nylon gear out of the bag. The boot 
covers go on first; they fasten with a 
drawstring around your calves. In our 
admittedly limited testing time, the thin 
nylon boot covers didn’t wear through 
the soles although we suspect they 
might after extended periods of 
trudging around on abrasive asphalt 
surfaces. We were told when we received 
the suit that boot improvements are in 
the planning stages. 

Next are the pants. Stirrups hold the 
legs down in place while Velcro strips 
take up ankle slack. The waist ties with 
a drawstring. 

Two Velcro strips are used along with 

. @ zipper to fasten the jacket front -- an 





excellent idea -- and the hook ‘n’ eye 
stuff also keeps the wrists snug and 
attaches the hood the the jacket collar. 

The hood fits under, your helmet 
attaching as mentioned to the jacket 
collar. More Velcro fastens the flaps 
across the rider’s face, and a drawstring 
controls the size of the eye opening. We 
used it with a full face helmet but it 
should also work well with open face 
helmets with either goggles or face 
shield. 

Last to go on are the mits. They 
fasten with drawstrings around your 
forearms. 

The best feature about the Dry Rider 
suit is that it absolutely does not leak. 
No rain down the neck; no wet feet; 
nothing up the sleeves; and the jacket 
with its double Velcro sealing keeps the 
water off your chest at any speed. 

One complaint, and it’s hardly valid 
for a rain suit that packs away so 
compactly, is that the sleeves will whip 
in the wind. That happened only while 
we were trying to make it with only a 
T-shirt on underneath. Once we had a 
light jacket on, it apparently filled up 
the loose material and the whipping 
stopped. 


Available in light blue, or orange or 
yellow, the Dry Rider does exactly what 
the name promises for $44.98 complete. 
If you insist on bucking the system, the 
suit only (jacket, pants and bag) goes 
for $37.30. The jacket alone sells for 
$22.15, or if you’d like only the pants, 
they’re $15.15.
